But the best thing of all is, that it is go- 
ng to " be as easy to go out and secure 
gold as silver, for Mr. Bryan claims in 
;he very same speech that when we thus 
go out and secure silver every ounce of 
diver in tho whole world will become 
worth SI.29 in gold 
If silver thus be- 


comes of the same value as gold, or if the 
bullion in a silver dollar becomes of the 
same value as the bullion in a gold dol- 
lar, it will be as easy to go out and se- 
ure the one as the other. 
It would seem that tno wayfaring man, 


though n Populist, might understand 
that even 50c dollars will not grow upon 
bushes; that the only way that 70,000,00(1 
people can go out and secure them is to 
earn them or to exchange something for 
them; that, if it bonofltefl anybady, froe 
coinage would only benefit tboso who 
nave a stock of silver on hand to sell or 
who have a mine that will produce it. It 
would seem that the wayfaring man, 
though i. Populist, might understand 
that if thorough free coinage the bullion 
in a silver dollar should become as valu- 
able us the bullion in a gold dollar it 
would take as much wheat or as much 
labor to get ODO as now. 


My iriends, we have never had a finan- 


cier worthy of tbo name who advocated 
free ana unlimited coinage except upon 
the basis of equality in bullion values 
There is no possible way of keeping the 
parity between a coin containing lOOc 
worth of gold and another containing 
only 50o worth of silver except by limit- 
ing the issu? of the cheaper coin. 
Put 


only such llmiations as may be necessary 
to maintain the parity, but keep tho lim- 
itation. It has been demonstrated that 
the coinage of 400,000,000 silver dollars 
could not raise the price of silver bullion, 
but when it brought this country to the 
danger line of a debased dollar of only its 
bullion value the coinage was discontin- 
ued. 
With such a result and such an ex- 


perience eo recent in our history it is not 
surprising that all tho indications point 
to the utter defeat and overthrow of Mr. 
Bryan and of the Populist party.

Almost Any Animal May Be Hired, Irons 


a Squirrel to an Elephant. 


Mounted animals and birds are rented 


for a great -variety of purposes, and al- 
most any animal or bird may be hired. 
The fur-bearing animals are rented prin- 
cipally to furriers for use as show 
pieces. Many furriers buy ihovv pieces 
but there are others who prefer to rent 
them, thus getting- a new or different 
pliow piece every season. Sometimes n 
large number of animals, from 
the 


smallest squirrel to 1he largest tiger 
and lion, are rented together for the 
decoration of a show room; ond birds 
in large numbers on<l in great variety, 
from humming birds to peacocks, are 
nometimes rented for similar purposes. 


Animals and birds both are rented 


for theatrical purposes. A stuffed dog 
n-as needed in a play. Just the dog- re- 
quired was found at the taxidermibt's. 
There may be a play with a scene in it 
in which a hunter comes in with a. fawn 
over his shoulder. The fawn can be 
hired at the taxidermists. It may be 
that in some ploy an eagle alights upon 
the stage; an eagle may toe hired. In 
plays depicting- circus life, if a parade 
forms part of the representation, the 
wagons can be filled with lifelike stuffed 
tigers, bears and other animals, such as 
might be found in a real circus. And 
bears, elephants and various other 
mounted animals are at one time or en- 
o(her used on the stage. 


ifounted animals are renterd for va- 


rious civic displays and parades and for 
ballroom decorations and otfcer uses. 
Tigers can be hired for political proces- 
sions. For a presentation of Little Eed 


,itting Hood a wolf can be hired. Sw ans 


rented and all sorts of birds. Some- 
les a dining-room, as on the occasion 


o"f a game supper, is decorated with all 
'kinds of game birds. 
Lecturers hire mounted animals. Lec- 


turers on natural history to a school, 


example, the lecturer might upon 
.tnge a caribou, an elk and a deer, to 
- the difference between them. 


rlounted animals and birds are rented 
for various photographic purposes. A 
bear, or an eagle perhaps, to be photo- 
graphed for a trade mark, or a parrot, 
•to be held by a child. The live bird 
would not keep still; e stuffed bird will. 
Birds are rented to artists to draw or 
paint from. 
For fish store openings, big por- 


poises, sharks and sturgeon are rented: 
'end crocodiles and alligators are rented 
to leather and shoe stores. 


The cost of renting mounted animals 


and birds is much less proportionately 
for a longer than for a shorter period. 
The charge for show pieces is a certain 
percentage of the vtilue, graduated ac- 
cording to the length of time for which 
they are taken. For a single day a big 
tiger could be hired for $10 and a small 
tiger for $5; a middle-sized elephant foi 
$25 a day; a biggrizzlybenrforSlO.and 
a small grizzly for S5. An eagle, for a 
single occasion, one or two days, would 
cost $3 to $4. A squirrel could be hired 
for a day for JO cents, a wolf for $3, ,i 
parrot for 50 cents, a hnfiueungr bird OI 
a robin for 25 cents, and an ostrich foi 
fi a day.—N. Y. Sup.

It applied 10 all silver coinage, 
the dollar, half-dollar, quarter,dime, and 
half-dime. 
The mints were thrown 


open to any person who desired to have 
his silver bullion, foreign coin, or silver 
plate changed into American coin. The 
supply of money for the people was e 
tirely left, so far as the general gover 
ment was concerned, to private inc 
viduals who took gold and silver to th 
mints to be coined. During this enti 
dri'epo the Government never coined 
dollar, of mther gold or silver for th 
American people, all it did was to ru 
the public mints for the benefit of th 
private individuals who brought bullio 
to be coined. 


In 1853 congress abandoned the sy 


tern of free and unlimited coinage of si 
ver, so far as it applied to all fraction 
silver coins, the half-dollar, the quarte 
dime, and half-dime, and substituted i 
its place the Governmental system, th 
5th Section of the coinage act of 1ST 
being as follows: 


"SEC. 5. And be it further enactei 


that no deposits for coinage into t! 
half-dollar, quarter-dollar, dime, an 
half-dime, sliall hereafter be receivec 
other than those made by the treasure 
of the Mint, as herein authorized, an 
upon account of Sic United States " 


Since the passage of this act, a perio 


of 43 years, all fractional silver coin 
have been coined by the governmen 
from silver purchased by it upon wh 
I have designated as coinage upo 
Government Account, and not a sing] 
fractional silver coin has been coine 
under the system of free coinage, 
coinage upon Private Account. 


Another very important feature of th 


coinage act of 1853, was that it tool 
away from all the fractional silver coins 
their full legal tender quality and limil 
ed it to the sum of 85.00, That portio 
of the act limiting the legal tende 
quality of the fractional silver coins wa 
as follows: 
Sr.c. 2. And be it further enacted 


That the silver coins issued in con 
formity with the above section, shall b 
legal tenders in payment of debts fo 
all sumjf not exceeding five dollars." 


These two important features of th 


coinage act of 1853, the change of th 
coinage system, and the limitation o 
the legal tender quality of all fractions 
silver coins, have ever since remainec 
not only the policy, but the law of th 
United States. 
If "demonetization o 


silver" means either, to change the sys 
tern of coinage from free to governmen 
tal coinage, or, to limit its legal ten 
der •quality, then all fractional silver was 
demonetized in 1853, by a Democrat! 
congress. If a crime was ever commit 
ted against the white metal, it was 
1853 by the Democratic party. 


Thecoinage of the silver dollar was no 


changed by the act of 1853. 
Its coin 


age was left free as before, until 1873 
when its coinage was suspended unti 
1878, by it being dropped from the lis 
of coins provided by that act to be 
coined 


In 1878, congress passed an act, known 


as the Bland-Allison Act, by which 
coinage of the eilver dollar was changec 
from the free to the governmental sys 
tern, which placed the coinage of the sil 
ver dollar exactly where the act of 185J 
placed fractional silver coins. Thia ac 
completed the.change of the Free Coin 
age system to the Government system 
since which time all silver coinage hae 
been by the Government, a period o£ 18 
years, 


It is not only now demanded that we 


shall again change our system of coin 
age and go back to the old and discarded 
system of free coinage as it existed pno

to 1853, but that the old ratio of 16 to 1 
shall be the future basis of such coin 
age. This is probably a more serious 
matter, than the change of the system 
and before any sound judgment can be 
formed, must be clearly understood. 


Tbe Ratio. 


In every coinage system, the law mue 


fix the amount of gold or silver, in the 
unit, or measure of value. The dollar 
was made in our coinage system the unit 
For each unit the law of 1792 provide* 
there should be taken %1.75 grains of 
pure gold and 37155 grains of pure sil- 
ver, just fifteen times as much silver foi 
the silver dollar as gold for the gold dol- 
lar, making the coinage ratio between 
the two metals, 15 to i. This was des- 
ignated as the coinage or legal ratio. 


There is also what is known as the 


market, or commercial ratio. This ratio 
depends upon the relative values of the 
two metals in the market; that is, 'jhe 
rate at which one can be exchangee for 
the other m the form of bullion. 
If in 


the market or »t the mine one ounce of 
gold would purchase ot could IMS ex- 
changed for only fifteen ounces of silver, 
the market or commercial ratio would 
be 15 to 1. If in tbe market or at the 
mine one ounce of gold would purchase 
or could be exchanged for 32 ounces of 
sil ver the ratio would be^ to 1. 


The lagal or coinage ratio, being fixed 


by law, remains untu changed by law, 
but the market or commercial ratio va- 
ries with the changing values of gold 
and silver bullion. In 1873 the market 
ratio was 15*2 to 1, in 1878it 
to 1, in 1883 it was 1&64 to 1, in 1888 
was 2159 to I, in 1893 it wa* 2547,to

ten dollars, they would not take their 
bullion to the mint but would sell it as 
bullion. Now under free coinage, unless 
.the coinage and market ratio are the 
same, it is always profitable to coin the 
metal overvalued, and to sell the bullion 
of the metal undervalued, and 
the 


greater the difference between the two 
eatios, the more profitable it becomes to 
min the one and use it as money, and to 
rsc the other as bullion. 


If you make both legal tender and 


prohibit discrimination by private con- 
tract as is proposed in the free coinage 
system that is demanded, then you 
would not expect any one else, who had 
gold sufficient to make a dollar, to have 
it coined into e. gold dollar when he 
could exchange it for enough silver to 
make a silver dollar and have nearly 
enough left to make another silver dollar. 
So long as it would be more profitable 
to exchange his gold for silver before 
coinage he would do so. The same 
thing would be true as to the gold 
already coined. So long as you could 
purchase more silver bullion with a gold 
dollar than was required to make a sil- 
ver dollar, the gold dollar would not be 
used as money where it could not be 
made to pay any more debt than the 
silver dollar, but would be exchanged 
for silver bullion, and consequently go 
out of circulation. 


There has not beerr a time within a 


century when there was not a sufficient 
difference between the cofnage ratio and 
the market ratio of gold and silver to 
prevent the concurrent circulation of 
both as money at the same time under a 
system of free coinage. 


Prom 1792 to 1834 the coinage ratio 


was 15 to 1, as fixed by the act of 1792. 
With the exception of the year 1793 the 
market ratio was greater, silver being 
overvalued about 3 per cent, placing 
gold at a premium of 3 per cent.' Du- 
ring this period there was a profit of 8 
cents upon every dollar of gold in bull- 
ion or in coia to send it out of the coun- 
try, and it is history that for twenty 
years prior to 183i there was no gold in 
circulation, and we bad a reign of silver 
monometalism. 


From 1831 to 1853 the coinage ratio 


was 1G to 1, as fixed by the act of 1834. 
During that entire period the market 
ratio was under or lees than the coinage 
ratio, silver being undervalued about 3 
per cent., or at a premium of 3 per cent. 
During this period there was a profit in 
the exportation of every dollar of silver 
bullion or coin, of 3 cents, and it is 
history that all the silver coins left the 
couutiy to such an extent that the peo- 
ple did not have sufficient fractional 
silver coin for pocket change. It was 
this condition of affairs that led to the 
change of the coinage system in 1853, of 
which I have spoken. Under free coin- 
age at 16 to 1, from 1834 to 1833, we had 
gold,monometalism, as we had silver 
monometalism from 1792 to 1834 undar 
free coinage at 15 to 1. 


In the face of thia national experience, 


written upon the pages of every history 
of currency printed in the English lan- 
guage, it is now demanded that we shall 
again adopt the system of free coinage at 
a coinage ratio of 16 to 1, when the market 
ratio is nearly 32 to 1. If silver drove 
gold out of circulation when there was 
only a difference of three per cent be- 
tween the coinage and the market ratio 
what should we expect when there is a 
difference of one hundred per cent. If 
the money broker found a profit in 
gathering up gold bullion and gold coin 
and sending it out of the country upon 


the markets of the world, of only on 
half, dollar for dollar, of value and pu 
chasing power of the silver coins of th 
commercial nations of the world tha 
have and maintain the gold standarc 
under the system of coining upon Gov 
ernment Account. 


As an apt and forcible comparison o 


the two systems, our neighbor, Mexico 
is on a silver basis, has its silver dolla 
the standard of value. It has free an 
unlimited coinage of both gold and si 
ver, but has no gold in circulation, C50 
000,000 of silver, and its silver dolla 
which contains more silver and of 
purer quality than the standard Amer 
can Dollar, is only worth the marke 
value of the bullion it contains, whil 
the standardAmerican dollar has near 1 
twice the value, twice the purchasin 
power even in Mexico that the Mexica 
Dollar has. 


This same comparison can in lik 


manner be made with every silver etanc 
ard nation in the world, and with lia 


a margin or at a profit of three cents 
upon each dollar's worth of gold what 
could you expect if he had fifty cents 
profit inbtoad of three? And yot we 
aie assured by these free silver advo- 
cates 
that 
under free coinage of 


silver at 16 to 1 the coinage and the 
market ratio will become the same, 
dome say silver will go up, some say 
.old will come down, while others eay 
one thing one day and the other thing 
the next, as the occasion seems to re- 
quire; none of them having either rea- 
son or experience to justify such an 
assertion. 


The Standard of Value. 


In every commercial system there I 


must be a standard of value. A stand- 
ard of value is as necessary as a stand- 
ard of weight or measure. Congress 
las power and it is made its duty to fix 
a standard of weights and measures, as 
well as to coin money and to regulate 
;he value thereof. The provision of the 
constitution is as follows: 


"Congress u?/all have power to coin 


tumey, regulate the value thereof, and 
if foreign coin, and to fix the standard 
of weights aiid measures." 


It is as much the office of money to 


ueasure the value of commodities as it 
s to effect their exchange. In speaking 
of an article as being worth so many 
dollars you are measuring its value by 
bhe established standard of money, as 
much as you are measuring its capacity 
when you speak of 
its 
weight or its 


ength. 


You speak of a horse being worth one 


lundred dollars, weighing one thousand 
>ounds, and being sixteen hands high. 
fou have taken three measures of that 
lorse, one of his value in dollars by the 
money standard, one of his weight by 
ho standard of weight, and one of his 
light by the standard of measure. 
It is as necessary to the business of 


my commercial nation and its people to 
aye but one standard of vajue by 


which the value of all property is meas- 
ured, as it is to have but one standard 
f weight or measure. It is just as 
atal to business to have two standards 
f value, unless they are intrinsically 
he sama, as it is to have two yard- 
ticks of different lengths, or two half- 
Dushele of different capacity. All values 
re expressed in dollars, in our uystem 
f currency we have the gold dollar, the 
liver dollar and a number of different 
Kinds of paper dollars. So long as each 


f these dollars is of the same intrinsic 
alue as every other, and all are inter- 
hangeable, or kept at a parity, no in- 
onvenience arises, but if they are not, 
lie greatest confusion follows. Under 
ur monetary system the gold dollar is 
iken as the standard of value, and all 
lie other dollars are by the government 
ept at a parity with it This parity 
an be maintained under a system of 
oinage upon Government 
Account 


where the government controls the 
mount of the coinage, and adopts a 
rolicy of keeping a reserve fund of gold 
with whjch.to.meet its coin obligations, 
ut under a free coinage system no 
ation has ever been able to do so. 
In every leading commercial nation 
t the world the gold coin is adopted as 
le standard measure of value; the gov- 
•ninBDt limits and controls .the amount 
it the coinage of silver, nrovidet, for a 
eserve fand,and in. this manner keeps 
1 forms of money at a parity, and ae 
ires the concurrent circulation of bath 
gold sad silver.

From the very beginning of this de 


bate, it has been our contention, 


t. 


That tJie best interest of the American 


people demanded that both gold and si> 
ver should be and remain apart of the 
circulating currency 
of the country 


and that no policy should be adoptee 
that would deprive the people of eithet 


We have taken the position that if 


could be shown that the present system 
of coinage by the government, had so 
Operated as to deprive the people of the 
fullest use of either gola or silver, i 
ought to be changed for some system 
that would secure that result. 
Upon 


the other hand we have with equal can 
dor and earnestness, contended that. 
// the free and unlimited coinage of 


silver at tlie ratio of 16 to 1 would drive 
gold cmt o/ circulation, and woulc 
lead, as it aid in 1834, to silver mono 
metallism, its adoption would not be in 
the intei-est of the American people. 


To this issue thus presented, we have 


challenged the gentlemen upon the other 
side to meet us in every session of our 
debate, but they have evaded thia ques 
tion, und have contented themselves 
in claiming to be the champions of bi- 
metallism, and charging us with being 
the enemy of silver and advocates oi 
gold monometallism. 


In support of our contention that 


under free and u ^limited coinage of sil- 
ver at a ratio of 16 to 1, gold would be 
driven out of circulation and the coun- 
try, and that the concurrent circulation 
of both gold and silver could not be se- 
sured or maintained by the government, 
we asserted and proved the following 
propositions of fact;. 


1. That when the coinage or legal ra- 


tio of 15 to 1 was established in 1792, it 
was intended and thought to represent 
the market or commercial ratio; that it 
was then believed thatooo ounce of gold 
was only worth in the market as bullion 
fifteen ounces of silver; it being well 
understood at the time that if congress 
made a mistake in not fixing the coin- 
age ratio the same as the market ratio, 
concurrent circulation of both could not 
be hoped for much less expected. 


2. That it was later discovered that 


gold had been undervalued; that in the 
market and for coinage purposes in 
other nations, gold was worth about 
three per cent more to sell as bullion 
than for coinage at our mints; that the 
mine owner and the money 
broker 


could make a profit of about three per 
cent upon every dollar of gold bullion 
and gold com they could send out of the 
country. 


3. That from 1792 to 1834, u period of 


42 years, while we produced many mil- 
lions of gold, 
only $12,000,000 
was 


brought to the mints for coinage; while 
during the same period we produced no 
silver, there was brought to our mints 
foreign silver to the amount of over 
$41,000,000. Gold left the country and 
silver took its place, the'paople had sil- 
ver coins, but no gold. We had a silver 
standard of value, and silver monometal- 
ism. 


Congress in 1834 changed the ratio 


of 15 to 1 to 16 to 1 in order to correct 
this evil and to bring gold into circula- 
tion, again attempting to fix the coinage 
ratio so as to correspond with the com- 
mercial ratio, but again missed it, this 
time however undervaluing silver in- 
stead of gold by about the same per 
cent. It became profitable to the mine 
owner and money broker to com gold, 
and to sell silver bullion and silver coin. 
Three cents was the prodt upon each 
and every dollar of silver sent out of the 
country. 


5. That from 1834 to 1853, a period of 


19 years, there was coined at our mints 
over $240,000,000 of gold, and only 81,- 
067,000silver dollars. 
The people had 


gold but no silver, not even enough for 
pocket change, gold monometallism as 
the result of free coinage with only a 
difference of 3 per cent between the 
coinage ai&d market ratio. 


These weoo the facts, these were th 


results attained under a system of fre 
and unlimited coinage of silver as ex 
perimented with in the United States 
The gentlemen upon the other side hav 
been challenged to deny these facts o 
these results. They have bees as silen 
as the grave as to both. We have askei 
them if they thought it would be to th 
best interest of the American people t 
return to the free coinage of silver as 
existed from 1792 to 1834, and the only 
answer we have yet been able to get was 
"We can't think about that now, on 
account of being interested in the crime 
of '73." And then we asked them if the; 
wanted to return to the free coinage 
from '3i to 53, Judge Nelson's only ans 
wer was "Gold and silver are the rnone; 
of the constitution," while Smith kep 
repeating the lie, that Seyd had our 
chased the American Congress fo: 
*500,00q. 


We cited them to the experience o 
other nations with free and unlimite< 
coinage of silver, as shown by undiepu 


the scattered wed of free coinage? 
1st. The coinage of (old would 


once cease, and the mints would at once 
fill with silver. So long aa the law re- 
quired 23.22 grains ot gold and only 
371.25 grains of silver to constitute a 
dollar, as fixed by the act of 1834, 
and both made legal tender 
and 


discrimination prohibited, so long as the 
gold, required to make a gold dollar 
could before coinage be exchanged for 
more than enough silver to make a 
silver dollar, just so long silver would 
go to the mints to be coined and gold 
would not. 


In 1893 there was coined at our mints 


$57,997,020 of gold coin, in 1894 879,620,- 
160, in 1895 956,619,357; all of these vast 
sums poured into our currency system 
to swell the volume of our money. This 
vast current of money constantly flow- 
ing into our currency system is to be 
cut off and entirely lost to the people. 


2<3. The gold now coined that is held 


by the government and is out among 
the people, to the amount of 1600,000,- 
000, would go out of circulation and be 
absorbed by other nations. So long as 
an American gold dollar could be ox- 
changed in Mexico,- China, India or 
Japan, for enough silver coin to make 
two silver American dollars, or more 
than enough to make one such silver 
dollar, this exchange would be made, 
our gold would flow out and foreign 
silver would flow in, until all of our gold 
coin would have been exchanged for 
silver. 


3d. Silver monometalism would take 


the place of our currency system, and 
we would take our place in commerce, 
.n monetary affairs, along thd side of 
Mexico, China, India and Japan; these 
would be our associates, and for them 
we would have exchanged 
England, 


jermany, France and Spain. 


Our next ground of contention has

The business interests of the Ameri- 


can people demand that our 
different 


forms of money be kept at a parity, 
that every dollar, be it gold, be it silver, 
or be it paper, shall have exactly the 
same purchasing power as every other 
dollar. 


We have argued that under a system 


of free coinage at a ratio ot 16 to 1, this 
mrity could cot be maintained, and 
hut^these results could not be attained. 
Many of the facts established and 


most vt the arguments made upon the 
"ormer position apply with equal force 
lere. And here again our opponents 
lave refused to meet us in this debate.

So long as we keep silver 
t a parity, so long as the government 
an keep its pledge that its silver as

eives. If the gold standard is main- 
ained, then each dollar of paper money 


as good as gold; but if the gold stand- 


rd is abandoned and the silver stand- 
rd is substituted in its place; if tbe 
overnment is driven to pay in silver or 
dopts a policy of paying in silver, then

It is the claim of tbe Bryan followers j 
lat under free coinage, silver will im- 
ediately rise in value until it is at par 
ith (fold. Very improtant if true. 
Is there any reasonable foundation 
>r such a judgment, for such a claim? 
et us again appeal to the experience 
nd history of the nations. 
1. It has been the experience of our 


own country as we have already seen, 
that where there was only a difference 
of 3 per cent between the coinage and 
the market ratio, silver could not bo 
brought to a parity with gold, and that 
too, at a time when nearly all the lead- 
ing commercial nations had free coinage. 
If not then how could we expectit on a 
difference of ratio of 47 per cent with 
free silver prohibited in every leading 
commercial nation of the world, and sus- 
pended in India and Japan, two of tbe 
leading silver nations? 


2. From 1878 to 1893, under the Bland 


Allison and the Sherman Acts, tbe gov- 
ernment purchased 459,940,800 ounces of 
silver, more than two-thirds of the en- 
tire product of silver in the United 
States during that whole period, at a 
cost of $464,210,251, and yet silver fell 
from one dollar and twenty cento to

by tlte government at this time icoufd 
result in the repudiation by Misgovern- 
ment of its just obligations, and conse- 
quently it would be an act of national 
dishonor. 


The national honor of a nation IB 


and rightfully ought to be a mutter of 
the first importance. 
Under the Con- 


stitution congress has the power to coin 
money, regulate its value, to fix and de- 
termine the standard or measure of all 
values, very great power, very necessary 
power, for the wise exercise of which a 
very critical occasion has ariuon. 
Con- 
gress has the arbitrary power to cut 
each gold dollar in two, and enitct that 
each half shull constitute n dollar with 
full legal tender qualities, it has the 
power to enact that six feet instead of 
three shall constitute a yard, and that 
twenty-eight pounds of corn shall con- 
stitute a bushel. 
Suppose congress 


should pass a law declaring that a gold 
dollar should contain 12.3 grains of pure 
gold instead of 23.22, and that such dol 
fare should bo full legul tender for all 
debts public and private, and then pro- 
ceed to pny off the 
national debt, 


Would there be any one eo lout to 
national honor as to contend that such 
an act would not be national repudia- 
tion and national dishonor? And yet 
12 3 grains of pure gold today is worth 
more than 371.25 grains of pure silver, 
the amount in u silver dollar- 
The amount of outstanding United 


States bonds on tbe first day of July, 
1896, was $817,310,760. 


All of these bonds were sold at not 


less than par for gold coin or its equiva- 
lent; those bonds wore all sold so that 
the rato of interest paid by the govern- 
ment ranges from two to three and u 
half per cent; over 8202,(KX),000 of those 
bonds have boen issued and eold since 
February 1,1894.

Who is there that can honestly con- 


tend that in tho face of thcno pltdyrx of

It is true that many things have 


greatly decreased in price, but in nearly 
every case the fall in prices have been 
natural, caused by the improvement in 
machinery, great inventions, new dis- 
coveries, the increase of man's power 
pver nature, while scarcely an article 
can be found where the same human 
labor was required to produce it in 1892 
that was required in 1872, that has fallen 
in price 


In 1892, a day's labor, the truest unit 


and measure of all values, would buy 
more of the necessaries of life, more of 
the comforts of life, more and better 
food, more and better clothing, more and 
better books, more gold and more silver 
than at any time in the history of the 
world prior to 1872. 


There is no real conflict here between 


the farmer and the laborer, they both 
need the same necessaries of life, cloth- 
ing and food, they buy from the same 
counter in the dry goods house, the 
grocery store, the clothing store, and are 
equally interested in getting as much 
for the product of their labor as possible. 
They both enjoy the same comforts and 
luxuries, they both want carpets upon 
their floors, pictures on the walls, good 
furniture and a musical instrument in 
the parlor, with a carriage and a horse 
in the barn, and are equally interested 
in getting these things as cheap as pos- 
sible so they can have the more of them. 
And the one thing over which we may 
all rejoice is, that the reduction in the 
price of nearly all these articles is cot 
brought about at the sacrifice or at the 
expense of the reduction of the price 
paid for labor, or the reduction in the 
prices of farm products. 


As to the very recent fall in prices, we 


must look for other more recent and po- 
tent causes, which are outaide the real 
scope of this debate. 
If the expression 


of the judgment of the American people 
at the ballot box in 1894, can be rightly 
interpreted, it was not the crime of '73, 
but the crime of '93 that was troubling 
the people; that it was not the closing of 
the mints to the free coinage of the 
silver dollar, but the closing of the 
factories and work shops to the American 
laborer, in the interest of the cheap 
goods and pauper labor of Europe, that 
demonetized both American prices aud 
American laborers. Labor was contented 
and prosperous until the present cham- 
pions of free silver, Bryan, the chief 
among them, four years ago, poured in- 
to its ear the poison of discontent, say- 
ing that labor was being robbed, that 
prices were too high, and that free trade 
was the panacea for all of labor's ills 
and the farmers' wrongs. 
Democracy 


was trusted, the panacea applied, and 
the promised results, cheap goods and 
low pnees, realized. Is it not a 
little strange that these same champions 
are now crying out against tfiese low 
prices for which they prayed and trying 
to prove that they are the fruit of the 
demonetization of silver in 1873? 


Fourth Claim. 


That flie free coinage of silver at 16 to 1 


tcitl restore mliiet, anil that the prices of all 
commodities will immediately nt.e 


Upon one theoiy, and only one, is it 


possible for such results to follow. 
If 


tbe number of pounds in a bushel of 
corn were reduced to 28, it would double 
the number of bushels of corn each 
farmer has in his crib, but it would not 
increase the quantity of his corn, the 
same crib would hold it still. So if you 
change the standard that measures the 
value of his corn from the gold to the 
silver standard, it might measure more 
dollars but it would not purchase any 
more of the necessaries or comforts of 
life. Measured by the silver standard, 
wheat is worth over $1 per bushel, and 
corn about 35 cents, but it is like the 
bushels« you increase the number by 
decreasing the size. 


In this way. but in no other, is it pos- 


sible for free coinage to restore values 
or raise prices. 


Fifth Claim. 


That it is the government stamp, and not 


the metal it contains, that gives value to a 
com 


This is a favorite argument made to 


the ignorant and the credulous, and 
their faith in the power of the govern- 
ment is used for political purposes. 
It 


is the favorite argument of the Populist 
in favor of fiat money. 


This theory is false from its very 


Foundation; it ignores the fact that in- 
trinsic value is the very esence of metalic 
money of final redemption. 
It is here 


where the final exchange is supposed to 
be made, value for value. 
This theory, 


ignoring intrinsic value, ignores ratio as 
well as the character of the metal to be 
used. Steel or iron cut in convenient 
forms, answers as well as gold or silver, 
providing the government stamp is 
placed upon it, calling it a dollar, or any 
number of dollars. 


If this were true, how easy it would 


If the govern 
rich so easy, it 


is cruel that we have been kept poor so 
lone. 


I? is just as logical, however, to as- 


«_me raeaii, its sume that the government could legis- 
_°und tr«t soon I late ninety-nine cents in to a disk of steel 


worth only a penny, as that it could 
legislate forty-seven cents into a disk of 
silver, only worth 53 cents. 
It only 


takes a little bigger fool to believe the 
one, than the other. 
They are both 
based upon the principle of making 28 
pounds a bushel of corn, and six feet a 
yard. 


There is only one way ever found by 


which a silver coin, not containing suffi- 
cient silver to make it intrinsically worth 
ita face, could be held up to a parity 
with gold, and that is for the govern- 
ment to be behind it with sufflcieet gold 
reserve to give every public creditor and 
debtor the option of receiving or paying 
either coin as they may elect. 
The 


government cannot declare its option to 
pay in the debased coin, for the moment 
this ie done, the parity is broken. 


Sixth Claim. 


That Ernest Seyd. as the agent of English 


cajntaluis, came Jo this country with 9500,- 
000, and through the corrupt use of this 
fy&JS*?tred the passage of the coinage act 
of 1373m order to destroy silver as money. 


I confess I have but little patience in 


the consideration of this claim. It is 
not only obsolntely false, as has been 
repeatedly ehown, but it is unimportant 
in the consideration of the question 
under discussion, and is as appeal to 
passion, and not to reason. 


This claim of corrapttaa is no 


2. The silver dollar was in no legal

letter, bearing date, Feb. 17, 1872, he 
calls the attention of congress to the 
fact that no provision is made in the 
bill for the future coinage of the silver 
dollar, and advises that there should be, 
even if it should become necessary to 
reduce ita weight from412J to 400 grains 
to secure its circulation. 
This letter 


was made a matter of public record and 
printed in the Congressional Record. 


6. This bill was before congress for 
three years and had the fullest consider- 
ation in both house and senate. 
The 


Congressional Record contains many 
speeches of prominent congressmen and 
senators upon what legislation should 
be had in relation to the silver dollar in 
order to get it in circulation. 
If you 


doubt this statement, go to the Public 
Library in Decatur, and read the history 
of the passage of this act. 


7. If it is true, as claimed, that no 


one knew that the silver dollar was 
dropped from the list of silver coins, and 
that its coinage had not been provided 
for, it is proof conclusive that no one 
wanted to have it coined, that no one 
took silver to have it coined, so that its 
suspension could not have resulted in 
injury to any one, much less to have 
been the cause of the great decline in 
the price of silver. 


8. Congress in 1874, the new congress 


that took the place of the congress of 
1873, revised and compiled all the laws, 
previously passed, into "The Revised 
Statutes of 1874." 
In this revision and 


compilation all of the laws, including 
the coinage act of "73, were reviewed and 
classified, setting forth each clause and 
section under its appropriate heading, 
and occurately and minutely indexed, so 
that any one in a moment could turn to 
and read any provision. 
Is it possible 


that this congress was also corrupted or 
ignorant of tbe work it was doing or the 
laws it was placing in the statueo book? 


I submit that these facts stamp this 


claim as a mere myth. 


Seventh Claim. 


That the United State* <au/d and should 


haie an independent coinage policy of her 
own 


It is not made very clear what is in- 


tended by this new declaration of inde- 
pendence, or what shall constitute its 
jstablishment or maintenance. 


That the United States could adopt a 


Free coinage system, no one would ques- 
tion. 
That it could change the present 


government system, and substitute in 
its place free coinage of silver at a ratio 
of 16 to 1, no one denies. 
That it could 


change our present standard of value 
from gold to silver, in tbe same way it 
could change the number of pounds in 
a bushel or the number of feet in a yard 
stick, must be admitted. 
But that the 


United States could control the natural 
results arising from such changes, no 
intelligent, honest man will believe or 
assert. 


That the government, under a free 


coinage policy upon a ratio of 16 to 1, 
could secure and maintain the concur- 
rent circulation of both gold and silver, 
with a commercial ratio of 32 to 1, no 
one familiar with the laws of coinage or 
currency, can honestly contend. 


That the owner of gold bullion, would 


take it to the mint for coinage, at the 
present market and 
coinage ratioes, 


under a policy of free coinage, is too ab- 
surd for consideration. 


That the present gold coin now in 


circulation could be retained and made 
to circulate as money, under a system 
that would permit its exchange for silver 
upon terms that two silver dollars or 
even more than one silver dollar could 


gotten for one gold dollar, is not 


reasonable. 


That the National Government could 


insist upon paying its obligations in 
silver, and at the same time keep gold 
and silver at a parity, is a contradiction 
of ideas. 


That the National government could 


keep its pledge to its creditors and save 
its honor under a free coinage system, 
the best and ablest men of the nation 
do not believe. 


That under a free coinage policy, the 


present gold standard would give way 
For the silver standard, is a result no 
btuman agency could avert. 


That our entire 
monetary system 


would give way, and that our money as 
well as our obligations, public and pri- 
vate, would at once depreciate to the 
level of the money standard of Mexico, 
China, India and Japan, is a result that 
no power could crevent. 


These are some of the inevitable re- 


sults, these would be some of the first 
fruits, and the first gathered sheaves of 
free and unlimited coinage of silver at 
16 to 1. 


This is not a battle upon land or sea 


with Great Britain, but with the forces 
of nature as fixed as the law of gravita 
tion and as irresistable as the ebb and 
flow of the tide. 


It is not the English capitalist that 


wonld go down, nor his home that would 
be pillaged, but the American business 
man, the American manufacturer, the 
American merchant, the American farm- 
er, and the American laborer, with busi- 
ness and home, that would go down in 
ore mass of financial ruin, together 
with the national flag tarnished with 
deep stains of national dishonor. 


If these results are regarded as a part 


of this Independent policy, then it is 
possible for us to be Independent. 
This 


is the same kind of independence, that 
four years ago declared for free trade, 
without regard to the action of other na- 
tions toward us; that repealed reciproc- 
ity treaties which secured a foreign 
market for our flour and pork, our 
wheat and corn, and without any com 
pensation, opened up our markets to 
foreign nations and gave to the pauper 
labor of Europe the privilege of sup- 
plying the American consumers with, 
their products. We have the satisfac- 
tion of having been Independent and 
having; an Independent policy, even 
though the fires have gone out in our 
furnaces, business is prostrated, and la- 
bor goes begging for food and raiment. 


International Agreement. 


It is possible, if the leading commer- 


cial nations of the world could adopt a 
common unit of value end exchange, if 
they would fix a common coinage ratio 
between gold and silver based, upon tbe. 
intrinsic value of these precious metals, 
and it they would agree to throw open 
their mints to the free coinage of this 
common unit of meney value upon this 
ratio, Quit the moesoaqr evite attending 


present system of Government Coinage 
under which we have secured to the 
people tbe use of both gold and silver of 
equal purchasing and debt paying pow- 
er, with all the other forms of money 
based upon both coins always kept at a 
parity, and under which we have been 
able to uphold the Nation's credit and 
protect the Nation's honor. 


In saying my last words in this joint 


debate, I desire to refer to the courteous 
manner in which it has been conducted. 
I desire to express at its close, the kind- 
ly feeling that I now have and have had 
for the gentlemen upon the other side. 
Very few things have happened, al- 
though we have all been very earnest, 
to mar the pleasure of these discussions.

It I* Entering Very Largely Into Many 


of tbe Industries and Art* and Has 


Before It a Wide Bange 


of Csefalnets. 


Aluminum, the youngest of all met- 


als, is rapidly coming' into general use. 
It was discovered by Frederick Wohler, 
a German professor, in 1627; but to St. 
Clair Deville, a Frenchman, belongs tbe 
honor of being the founder of 
the 


aluminum industry. 


The first article made of this metal 


was in compliment to Louis Napoleon 
—who had helped Deville—a baby rattle 
for the infant prince imperial. 
' In 1855, when t3ie first aluminum com- 
pany was formed, the cost oi a pound of 
the metal was about $200. 
In 1889 


Charles M. Hall, of Oberlin, O., patented 
an electrolytfc process. He with a few 
of his friends then started a small plant 
on the bank of the Allegheny rher, 18 
miles above Pittsburgh. The first year 
the company produced 75 pounds of 
aluminum a day, which they sold at 
$4.50 a pound. In 1895 a company built 
a large plant at Niagara falls, and this 
> ear they are building additional worlts. 
When these are completed they will 
have an output of 11,000 pounds daily. 
This will put, the United States in front 
as the largest aluminum-producing 
country in the world. 


Aluminum's weight is about one-third 


that of iron, and only steel of the high- 
est quality and the best aluminum 
bronze will give a greater strength for 
a given weight than aluminum. 
It 


stands high in the list of malleable met- 
lals, and can. be drawn into wire l-350th 
of an inch im thickness. It is an ex- 
cellent conductor of electricity, and 
would at 20 cents a pound take the 
place of copper for all electrical pur- 
poses. 


In Germany two army corps are 


equipped with aluminum, which in- 
cludes chevrons and c\ery article oi 
metal carried on the person, even tlie 
ijuttons on the clothes and the pegs in 
the shoes. The sword bayonets, scab- 
bards and contents are also made of 
the metal. In Paris there is a cab made 
of aluminum, and some of our best 
racing record&have been made by horses 
wearing aluminum shoes and pulling 
I luminum sulkies. For decorating pur- 
poses it is better than silver, because 
(he air, vthich blackens silver so quick 
!y, has no effect on it. The pre&idcntof 
one of the largest palace car companies 
in this country is, said to have remarked 
that the price alone Kept aluminum 
from being used entirely in car decora- 
tion. A short time ago an enterprising 
frm in Ohio built se\einl aluminum 
ducking boats, as well os a number of 
low boats. They found they were %ery 
Successful, especially the ducking boat, 
Ls this craft \\as extremely light and 
iion-sinkable. 


Price has been the only dranback to 


the general usi! of alxiininum. but that 
Jvill soon be such that the rich and poor 
hlike will be able to enjoy the great 
Advantages which the metal offers. It 
seems likely that the year 1897 will see 
Aluminum selling at less than 35 cents 
h. pound.

The 
(advantages of aluminum foe coinage 
jare: 


1. It takes a fine impression when 


stamped. 


2. It wears remarkably well. 
3. It resists corrosion better than cop- 


per, bronze or any of the common 
'metals. Besides this, if it does corrode 
slightly, the salts formed are harmless, 
which is more than can be said of any 
other metal. 


4. Weight for weight, it ia cheaper 


than copper, and only slightly dearet 
than nickel alloy. 


5. lightness. "At present," to quote 


Prof. Richards, "the people of the 
United States are carrying around prob- 
ably 3,000 tons of minor coins." Alum- 
inum's weight is about one-third of 
•that of copper or nickel, so we could re- 
duce that weight 2,000 ton* by adopt- 
ing aluminum.
